The engrossed Bill further regulating the Community Events Fund
in the town of Wareham (see Senate, No. 1099) (which originated in
the Senate), having been certified by the Clerk to be rightly and truly
prepared for final passage, was passed to be enacted; and it was signed
by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate.
